Ffutomatic 
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The Unemployment and Relief Problem 


When a writer is able to produce unchallenged and apparently unchal- 
lengeable figures in support of a contention that governmental debts in Can- 
ada—federal, provincial and municipal—have increased in the five-year 
period from 1930 to 1935 to an amount closely approximating the debt 
created for Canadians during the Great War and ensuing demobilization 
period, he is revealing a situation that is not only serious but startling, and 
a situation that warrants his comment that unemployment is the major 
problem facing the people of the Dominion to-day. 

For there is no gainsaying the fact that practically all indebtedness in- 
curred by governmental agencies during the last five or six years is the 
direct result of unemployment and the necessity for providing for the relief 
of those who were unable to find work for themselves or, in the case of 
the farmers, who were unable to secure sufficient return from their labors 
to provide them with a living. 

Yet ‘this condition of affairs was demonstrated recently in a series of 
articles by the Ottawa correspondent of a Western daily newspaper—the 
Regina Star, when ‘he showed that the debt of the country including its 
integral provinces and municipalities, together with the C.N.R., harbor 
commissions and allied undertakings increased by $1,780,386,051 in the five- 
year period from 1930 to 1935 in comparison with an incréase of $1,912,- 
252,018 in the national debt during the five actual combatant years of the 
war and the subsequent year of demobilization. Perl 

While’ this is a heavy load to carry it might not be so bad if the prob- 
lem were solved and the expenditure and piling up of indebtedness on 
account of unemployment and relief were a thing of the past, but un- 
fortunately this is not the case. -In some parts of the Dominion, despite 
some improvement in economic conditions, there are still large numbers of 
unemployed and relief expenditures are still being made on large scale, 
which means, of course, that the burden of debt on this account is still 
accumulating. 

Not only has the problem not yet been solved but the same writer, in 
another article of the series, quotes Dominion Bureau of Statistics data to 
show that while economically the country is half way on the road to re- 
covery expenditures for relief, direct and indirect, have only declined 11 
per cent. below the peak of the depression. 

These facts and figures demonstrate quite clearly that efforts to solve 
the problem by all or any governmental units to date have had very little 
effect and that something more must yet be done if reduction in relief 
expenditure is to keep pace with the gradual return to normal employment 
conditions. 

_ One of the measures which might well be adopted in an effort jto 
minimize to some extent the burden which is piling up against present and 
future generations of’ taxpayers is a thorough investigation to determine 
the extent to which relief recipients have been and are abusing direct relief, 
and by weeding out all those who are racketeering by refusing to take 
advantages of opportunity to work when they have a chance to do so for 
reasonable remuneration or who deliberately misrepresent earnings or in 
any other manner secure public assistance to which they are not entitled, 
wholly or in part. j 

This should be done, not only in the interests of those who are self- 
supporting and are called upon to assist in supporting others but in the 
interests of the unemployed and relief recipients themselves, for the min- 
ority who are evading their responsibilities are a millstone around the 
necks of the great majority of deserving relief recipients. 

Sufficient evidence appears in the press from time to time in all parts 
of the country to support the statement that a percentage of relief re- 
cipients are guilty of abuse and refuse to play cricket. For example it was 
recently reported that Hon. Mr. Croll sent investigators into a small muni- 
cipality in Ontario to find that 22 relief recipients were driving their own 
automobiles. In other parts of the country appear reports of physically- 
able men refusing to work and of abuses in other forms. 

Said the Toronto Mail and Empire recently: “The public authorities 
must increase their efforts to comb out the won’t-works from the ranks of 
, those on relief, though those who cannot yet find work. must continue to be 
furnished with food, clothing and shelter until they become self-supporting.” 

The weeding out of the undeserving, however, will not wholly solve the 
problem by any means. There are still far too many unemployed, in fact 
the great majority on relief, who are willing and anxious to work if they 
could only get it. The only permanent and effective cure for the unemploy- 
ment problem is the absorption of all who are-able to work by industry, If 
the new federal unemployment commission can achieve this they will earn 
the gratitude of the entire nation and not only of the self-supporting tax- 


payers but the majority of those who are still unfortunate enough to need 
atate aid.

Germany Warns Merchants 


Must Not Raise Prices If Food Sup- 
plies Are Short 

What is described as a “last warn- 
ing” to German shopkeepers not to 
allow the prices of foodstuffs to rise 
was issued recently by the German 
police president, Herr Helldorf. 

The measures are to stop prices 
rising during a “temporary short- 
age” of supplies. 

The police president’s announce- 
ment says: 

“IT have closed down for good a 
shop at 43 Petersburgerstrasse, be- 
longing to Philip Greiff, who has been 
repeatedly fined for charging ex- 
cessivgy prices, and have had him 
taken into protective custody. 

“Anyone who*thinks that he can 
take advantage of the shortage of 
supplies by unjust price manipulation 
shows himself to be an enemy of the 
community, and will be treated as 
such,” . 

The governor of Baden has issued 
a similar warning in his district.

Using Ultraviolet Rays 


New Electrical Device Is Aid To 
Butcher And Baker 

That ultraviolet rays kill small 
organisms like bacteria. and algae is 
one’ of those things which was dis- 
covered in the laboratory as a fact 
of pure science and is now being 
adapted to practical applications. An 
article in the Electric Journal, ab- 
stracted in the Journal of the Frank- 
lin Institute, showed that ultra- 
violet “bacteria guns” are finding 
their way into industry. 

These publications had kind ‘words 
to say of the “Sterilamp,” a West- 
inghouse product. A series of long, 
narrow tubes shedding their garish 
blue light on meat in a_ butcher's 
showcase foils bacterial attack so 
successfully that only moderate re- 
frigeration is necessary. Meat pack- 
ers who “tender” their meats by 
hanging or aging (allowing enzymes 
to break down the tough fibres) now 
find it safe to speed up the tendering 
process by using warmer tempera- 
tures under violet-day protection.

Supplying Suitable Feed For 


Livestock 


As the period of stable feeding in 
Canada frequently extends from six 
to eight. montha of the year, the prob- 


-lem of supplying suitable feed for live 


stock is extremely important. Among 
the roughages used for thie purpose, 
silage is employed very extensively. 
Corn, sunflowers, sweet clover, red 
clover, oats and mixtures of oats 
and peas are the chief crops used for 
silage. Where corn can be grown 
satisfactorily, it constitutes the most 
important crop, It produces a large 
yield and gives no difficulty in ensil- 
ing. Where corn cannot be grown, 
or where for any reason it ie neces- 
sary to use some other crop, it is 
important in every case to adopt the| 
best possible ensiling practices. 

For this purpose, the most com-; 
plete information on silage and silage 
production has been prepared by the 
Dominion Field Husbandman, Dr. E. 
8. Hopkins and P. O. Ripley of the 
Fiela Husbandry Division, and has 
been issued as an 80-page illustrated 
bulletin by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. The bulletin presents | 
the results of many experiments over 


, & long period of years at the vari-, 


ous Dominion Experimental Farms 
throughout Canada, and is supple-! 
mented by the expressed opinions of 
673 farmers who very kindly have 
given their opinions on the advant- 
ages and disadvantages of the silo, 
aswell as on the methods used in 
growing and ensiling their crops. 
They have contributed some yery in- 
teresting data on the percentage of 
farmers in their districts who had 
discontinied silos and the reason for, 
this action.

Vaccine For Influenza 


Tried On Human Beings With 100 
Per Cent. Success . 
The first vaccine for flu has been 


| tried on 30 human beings with 100 


per cent. success at the Rockefeller 
Institute in New York. 

This fact was announced to the 

American Public Health Association 
as the “preliminary skirmish’ in 
what at present promises to be a 
successful campaign to mitigate the 
ravages of influenza and possibly to 
abolish the great flu epidemics as 
effectively as yellow fever and black 
death. 
One obstacle still puzzling the 
Rockefeller Institute medical scten- 
tists is nearly indisputable proof, re- 
cently found, that flu is not one dis- 
ease but possibly two or three. 

Dr. Thomas Francis of the Rocke- 
feller Institute described the influenza 
vaccine. Xt is made in the laboratory 
from highly purified flu virus, the 
“agent” which causes the disease. 

Before the human experiments, he 
said, vaccination tests on-mice gave 
these animals immunity equal to that 
which follows an attack-of flu. How 
complete this immunity is and how 
long it lasts in mite or men is still 
unknown. But in the human being 
two months after vaccination the im- 
munity indications are both strong 
and undiminished. 

An outbreak which medical men 
diagnosed as flu in Canada and the 
United States in February and March 
of this year, Dr. Francis said, is 
shown by Rockefeller tests to be a 


| different type of influenza than pre- 


vious epidemics. 

“It appears most likely,” said Dr. 
Francis, “that the 1936 epidemic was 
due to a different disease entity. It 
appears that influenza may be sev- 
eral different diseases which cannot 
yet be distinguished from each 

” 

Influenza does not seem to be con- 
nected with common colds. In the 
Rockefeller laboratories, Dr. Fran- 
cis said, the viruses which cause in- 
fluenza and colds could not be grown 
under the same conditions.

Interest In Athabaska 


‘| Several New Companies In Process 


Of Formation With Powerful Back- 


Ing To Develop Massive Ore 
Zone In Areas Near Smelters 


And Athona Operations 


Developments are taking place in 
Lake Athabaska area in northern 
Saskatchewan that promise to bring 
this new field into great prominence. 


The Athabaska area was first placed 
on the map by the exploration and 
development of two properties locat- 
ed in close proximity along the north 
shore of Lake Athabaska by Con- 
solidated Mining and Smelting Com- 
pany of Canada and Athona Mines 
Limited. At the present time, how- 
ever, several companies are being 
formed, with strong capital backing, 
to acquire and develop several large 
holdings in adjacent areas, which will 
serve to focus attention of mining 
interests generally in this field. 

New discoveries have been made 
of massive proportions. Preliminary 
explorafion at various points has dis- 
closed ore zones containing high 
values not only in gold, but silver 
and other precious metals, as well as 
copper and other base metals which 
are understood to have brought an 
outstanding group into the picture. 


Three New Enterprises 

As an indication of what is tran- 
spiring, Borealos Syndicate was 
formed some months ago to prospect 
In the Athabaska area. Important 
discoveries are reported. Units which 
sold at $500.00 each cannot be pur- 
chased now for $5,000.00. 

Three discoveries are reported to 
have been uncovered on the various 
Borealis Groups two of which are re- 

rted to be gold-bearing and one a 

uge deposit of mineral-bearing ore, 
including nickel, copper, silver and 
gold. This enterprise is stated to be 
passing from the syndicate stage to 
be succeeded by a company in which 
wealthy mining interests will partici- 
pate. 

On a second property, the exact 
location of which has not been dis- 
closed, assaying of ore has been un- 
der way for a considerable period, 
with such results that a company is 
being incorporated to acquire and 
develop the property.

Pioneer Developments 

Success is understood to have at- 
tended exploration and development 
underground of the two pioneer en- 
terprises. Work at the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Companies 
mine has been carried forward in- 
tensively. Early this year the state- 
ment was made officially that the 
company intended to build’ a 750-ton 
initial mill, but developments have 
since so altered the picture, it is un- 
derstood, that a much larger mill 
is planned. 

Developments have been carried 
forward rapidly at Athona. Two 
shafts are down, one to the second 
level and the other to the first level. 
Lateral work from the two shafts 
has opened up three major ore zones 
in all of which commercial ore is 
being developed. 

Developments underground in the 
Athabaska field so far are believed 
to have demonstrated that deposits 
were derived from an intrusive rock 
long after the intrusion of granite. 
Where gold occurs in the granites, 
they appear in quartz folds, indicat- 
ing that they came in through frac- 
ture planes. The massive sediment- 
ary zone reported to have been dis- 
covered on the Athona property this 
summer, and which is gold-bearing, 
suggests that fracturing of the gran- 
ite and quartzite took place at the 
same time and that actual mineral 
deposition took place at a later period 
from an igneous mass below. Minera! 
deposition in these two types’of rock 
is identical, 

Latest information on the discov- 
ery in the quartzite zone on Athona 
shows that it is tremendously import- 
ant. Channel sampling to date hav- 
ing shown $10 to $12 ore over widths 
of from 12 to 16 feet in distinct 
zones. Sampling of the entire mass 
is not yet completed.

est was confinement in the public, 
jail, dungeons where the prisoner 
was kept in chains, as were Paul and 
Silas at Philippi; free custody, where 
the accused, a Roman of high rank, 
was in the charge of a magistrate or 
senator who was made responsible 
for the presence of the accused on 
the day of trial; and military cus- 
tody, when the prisoner’s right hand 
was chained to a soldier’s left, At 
Rome Paul was held in military cus- 
tody, but instead of being obliged to 
live in the barracks, was permitted 
to have his own hired dwelling. For 
this special favor he may have been 
indebted to the good report sent by 
Festus and the gratitude of Julius. 
Addressing the Leading Jews of 
Rome, Acts 28:17-22. Paul gave him- 
self only a brief three days’ rest be- 
fore he summoned the leading Jews 
to meet him, and told them of his 
experiences, how, although he had in 
no way violated the customs of their 
fathers, he had~been delivered up by 
the Jews of Jerusalem to Roman 
authorities as a prisoner. The latter 
had been ready to set him at liberty, 
but when the Jews opposed this he 
had been forced to appeal to Cesar. 
He had sent for his listeners to jus- 
tify himself; for it was because of 
the hope of Israel, the Messianic 
hope, that he had been put in chains. 
The Jews politely replied that they 
had had neither written nor verbal 
report from Jerusalem concerning 
him. ‘They wished to hear what he 
had to say, although they knew that 
this sect (speaking of the sect of the 
Nazarenes, Acts 24:5, as they would 
of the sect of the Sadducees)) was 
everywhere condemned. 
Preaching to Jews and then to 
Gentiles in Rome, Acts 28:23-31. A 
special day was appointed when 
great numbers of Jews came to 
Paul’s lodging to hear him, and he 
proclaimed, to them the spiritual na- 
ture of the Kingdom of God. The 
common Jewish belief was in a tem- 
poral kingdom, and by recalling the 
law and the (prophets Paul en- 
deavored to persuade them concern- 
ing Jesus. As always, some believed 
and some disbelieved. .

Ottawa.—Isolation is a short-sight- 
ed policy for Canada and the days 
when isolation was a practical policy 
have gone, Air Marshal W. A. Bishop, 
V.C., told guests at an Armistice Day 
dinner of the Canadian Legion of the 
British Empire Service League here. | 

One of the most noted Canadian 
airmen in the last war, Air Vice- 
Marshal Bishop warned his comrades) 
in arms the Canadian people might 
again be called upon to make sacri- 
fices for freedom, the most precious 
heritage of-the Britisb race. 

“There is a school of thought in 
this Dominion,’’ he said, “which, tak- 
ing refuge under the wings of the 
Monroe doctrine, says that Canada 
will never be attacked by a foreign | 
power while the United States are on 
this continent. It is true we are 
Americans because we live on the 
American continent. It is also true 
we are Canadians hecause we are 
Canadian citizens. But it is true,| 
first, last and all the time that we| 
are citizens ‘of the British common- 
wealth of nations. 

“Experience of the United States 
in the last war proved the impossi- 
bility of isolation. 

“Canada would be a strategic point 
for the invasion of the United States 
by a foreign power,” the speaker 
went on. “But a Canada able to pro- 
tect herself and repel such an in- 
vasion would be-an invaluable ally to 
the United States. 

“T am reminded that this country, |

Atlantic Air Service BRITAIN DECLARES 


POLICY TOWARDS 
SPAIN UNCHANGED 


London.—Great Britain is consider- 
ing no change in its non-intervention 
policy toward Spain and has received 
no information France contemplates 
such action, Foreign Secretary Eden 
told the House of Commons. Eden 
was reminded by Frederick Cocks, 
Labor, that Premier Blum declared 
France would be ready to lift its em- 
bargo on arms shipments to Spain in 
the event such action was also taken 
by Britain. The foreign secretary 
was asked “whether he was consider- 
ing taking such concerted action.” 

Eden replied: “The honorable mem- 
ber will recall that in course of the 
debate on Oct. 29 I quoted the state- 
ment which the French representa- 
tive on the international committee 
made, as reported in the communique 
the preceding day, regarding his gov- 
ernment’s attitude. on non-interven- 
tion in Spain. 

“The statement was as follows: 
‘The French government maintained 
in its entirety their attitude regard- 
ing the non-intervention agreement 
and would take all possible steps to- 

| ward securing effective application of 
the agreement, for adoption whereof 
they had taken the initiative in the 
interests of European peace. They 
would therefore examine any prac- 
tical scheme of control that might be 
submitted and would participate in 
any measure that might be accepted 
by all participating governments.’ 

“His Majesty’s government have 

received no communication, Official or 
otherwise, to suggest the French 
government has modified the attitude 
set forth in this statement.”

Urges Militia For Canada 
National Defence Official Says Do- 

minion Must Be Prepared 

Ottawa.—“Canada must be pre- 

| pared to take her place, whatever 
| that place may be, if the call comes,” 
| Major-General E, C. Ashton, chief of 
the general staff, department of na- 
| tional defence, said at an Armistice 
dinner here. 

“We have our job to do,” he said. 
“We soldiers have nothing to do with 
policy. That is a matter for the 
Canadian government and will be 
settled by the government should 
any difficulties arise. I have no 
inkling of what this policy may be. 

“But just as the army. of Canada 
was made out of the non-permament 
militia, trained before the war, who 
were ready to take in the new men 
and train them; just as the C.E.F. 
was made out of the militia, so must 
any effort in the future be founded 
on the non-permanent militia of this 
country.” :

Southampton. —- The giant liner 
Queen Mary docked at Southmpton 
after successfully riding out a wild 
Atlantic storm which brought in- 
juries to a number of her passengers, 
Frank Goffin, 73, residing near 
Tiverton, Devon, was shot 30 feet 
across one of the ship's rooms as she 


rolled in mountainous seas lashed up 
by 90-mile-an-hour winds. He was
